The newest ruling in regard to 
sugar ration is furnished herewith by 
the assistant County Food Adminis- 
tration Chairman: 

There has been a change in the 
policy of the Food Administration re- 
garding sugar. Whereas the Un- 
ited States Food Administration 
bought front Cuba its entire crop of 
sugar this year, there will not be 
enough to spare or enough ships to 
bring to us more than enongh for 
each person in this country to use 
more than three pounds per month 
or one and a half (VA) ounces a 
day 

It is figured that our consumption 
before the war was four ounces a 
day; we have been asked all winter 
to cut down our consumption one 
third of what it was formerly, and 
now we are asked to cut it down 
even more — to 1)4 ounces a day 
Now is the time to begin with this 
new ruling, this extra act of self- 
sacrifice."

London.— Two Herman officers re- 
cently handled more than a dozen cases 
of confidential Kritlsb dispatches, but 
they did not know it. 

The story is one of the many adven- 
turous ipciilents which befall that se- 
lect body of British public servants 
who wear a silver greyhound In their 
buttonhole nnd are known ns king's 
messengers. Ma y tmuglne that any- 
one who carries dispatches for the 
British government Is a king's messen- 
ger. This Is not correct. There are 
only five men who hold commissions in 
Hint service. The others are merely 
admiralty couriers or war office cour- 
iers and have no right to the higher 
title. 

The particular messenger who out- 
wlitid the two Herman officers was 
burdened «HH 1" hags of dispatches 
for a lirlllsh embassy, nnd he had to 
change trains at night at a station In 
a neutral country. His heap of bag- 
gage was near the sleeping compart- 
ment when his train drew near, but 
there was no porter available. Ho had 
only put five of the hags into the com- 
partment when the warning whistle 
was sounded that the train was start- 
ing.

Should the cnmpnlgn 
planned result In a reduction of only

Specialists will give demonstrations 
to small groups of fanners, fruit grow- 
ers and others In regions where their 
services nre most needed.

Animals are much like human be- 
ings in that they have their own In- 
dividual preference for certain foods. 
While thiB preference is formed by 
hublt, to get the best results with the 
feeds, lt la best geaerally to cater to 
the animal's appetite. 

Some horses will not do well without 
oats in the ration. Others do not espe- 
cially care for oats, but require corn, 
aome require more hay thao others 
some must have ground feeds. To get 
the best results such animals should 
be humored. 

Our problem In feeding is to watch 
the animals and sen that they get the 
feeds they require and no more. Feed 
left in the trough or scattered oa the 
ground out of reach of animals does 
not produce. 

Even in feeding cattle a skillful feed- 
er will soon learn the different snj. 
null's peculiarities und meet their re- 
tirements In such a way as to get 
economical gains. If he does not watch 
• losi'ly he Is likely to waste feed while 
some of the animals ure not getting 
tmotigh.

,isy to prune In this miscellaneous 
fashion. The work must necessarily 
be done nt some particular season and 
carried on In a systematic manner 
after some defnlte plan. With most 
orchardlsts and gardeners pruning can 
best be done during the winter or 
early spring months, and where the 
object is the removal of small 
branch** this season Is undoubtedly 
.quite as satisfactory as any other. In 
fact, pruning during late spring about 
the time or just previous to beginning of 
growth, is particularly advantageous 
with the peach, becnuse at thai sea- 
son, as a rule, all Injury to the annual 
growth from winter killing will be ap- 
parent and the pruner can take 
vantage of this to remove oil de ad or 
In lured branches ami at the same time 
modify his plan so as to leave u maxi- 
mum quantity of wood in order to se- 
cure a profitable crop of fruit, which 
might not he possible were the usual 
practice of removing one-half the an- 
nual growth followed in such seasons. 
With the apple and pear, which suf- 
fer less from winter killing, the 
pruning can as well be 
in February or March, in the 
North, as at any other season. With 
dU grape, however, which Is likely to 
produce a heavy flow of sap if the 
pruning is delayed until late in the 
season, It Is undoubtedly best to do 
the pruning during the late fall and 
early winter months. 

There are several questions In con- 
nection with this operation which are 
not yet definitely settled for the dif- 
ferent fruits. Some growers hold that 
late spring pruning tends to Increase 
the fruit supply and that fall or early 
winter pruning Increases the develop- 
ment of wood, particularly with the 
grape. But, as there are no careful 
records upon this point, one must nec- 
essarily be guided largely by conveni- 
ence or, as In the case of the peach, 
climatic conditions. As a rule, It la 
undoubtedly best to delay pruning as 
late as possible where there Is danger 
of winter killing. In other casea, 
where this Injury Is not likely to oc- 
cur. It muy be advantageous and 
equally satisfactory to prune In the 
late fall or early winter. 

Convenience and climatic conditions 
must be taken Into consideration In 
determining the period of pruning. In 
i lie removal of large bra 
ever, the work should be done at a 
son when growth Is at Its height, In 
order that the healing process may be- 
gin at once and continue as long as 
possible during the seuson In which 
the cut Is made. For this reason It la 
a common practice among orchurdlsts 
to remove large branches of the apple 
and pear about the time they come 
l„t„ bloom, which la also about the 
■triad of the beginning of active 
growth. 

The same rule will hold with orna- 
mental deciduous trees, except that 
the period of blooming cannot be 
liken as the basis. The gardener 
must observe the time when annual 
growth begins and regulate his prun- 
ing accor dingly.

It hns nlso been re- 
ported from one locality In Colorado 
and three in Cnllfornln. The other 
species, the 12-spotted asparagus 
beetle, also known to growers as the 
"red" species, Is not so common and 
somewhat less Injurious. The enrly 
broods of these Insects feed on the 
young nnd tender asparagus shoots 
and render them worthless for mar- 
ket. Lnter broods of the common spe- 
cie-: devour the foliage nnd frequently 
kill the plnnts, and those of the 12- 
spotted beetle feed on the berries.

CUTTING, SHOCKING. STACKING AND 

THRASHING OAT CROP AT PROPER TIME 





Harvesting A 

(Prepared t>y United st ites Depart- 
ment .if Agriculture) 
Oats usually are cut with a grain 
hinder, though in Ihe drier SMtkNH Hie 
header or the combined harvester and 
thrasher Is used occasionally. When 
the straw Is very short, due to drought, 
or when the crop is badly bulged, cut- 
ting with a mower may be necessary. 
The grain may then be raked and put 
Into cocks, which should be built so as 
to shed rain. The proper time to cut 
oats is when they are in the hard 
dough stage. Cut before this time the 
grain is not well tilled. It shrivels in 
curing, anil is light in weight. If al- 
lowed to become fully ripe before cut- 
ting, a considerable part of the crop 
shatters out und Is lost In harvesting. 
The danger of damage .'rom storms 
also Is Increased. When a large acre- 
age Is to he harvested it Is advisable 
to begin cutting soon after Ihe grain 
passes out of the milk stage, as other- 
wise a considerable part of the crop Is 
likely to become too ripe before It can 
be cut. 

Shocking.

Sometimes Limited In Particular Sea- 
sons by Lath Of Moisture — 
Find Soil Troubles. 

(Prepared by the t'nlted States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
The use of cover crops Is 
times limited in particular 
by lack, of moisture. If there Is a 
protracted drought at the time the 
seed should be put In and the trees 
are suffering therefrom. It might do 
more harm than good to make a fur- 
ther demand upon the moisture in the 
soil by sowing a cover crop, even 
though the soil may he known to lack 
humus. 

In maintaining soils In a highly pro- 
ductive condition It Is Important to 
leasti what factors are limiting the 
performance of the orchard. The lim- 
iting factor may be nu lnsuflicient sup- 
ply of some kind of plant food. Im- 
proper physical condition of the soil 
due to n lack of humus or poor drain- 
age, or It may be something else. The 
reul problem Is to determine what the 
trouble la and then apply the proper 
v. If It Is known.

If long shocks are capped 
proper l y, they protect the grain from 
weathering quite as well as rwaa t 

shocks. Grata thai Is Wet from dew or 
rain should he allowed to dry before 
It is shocked. In sections Where Strong 
winds prevail during the harvest seas- 
on capping Is not advisable, as the 
caps blow oft' and the cap sheaves 
may be Injured by contact with the 
ground. 

A gooil round shock may be built 
hy first setting up two bundles with 
the Hat sides facing. Ihe heads togetb- 
er. nnd the hulls a few Inches apart. 
These Imndlef, should be jammed down 
hard into Ihe stubble, so that they will 
stand Irmly, Then set another bun- 
dle at each end of this pair, so that 
there will be four In a row. \'e\i set 
one In Ihe middle of each side. This 
leaves at each of the four corners n 

■pace in which a bundle shoaM be 
placed. TheN are now ion bundles in 
Ihe shock, which is about the right 
number. If the grain is eery dry, 
a few more bundles may be Ml around 
the shock where they S t em to til best. 
When the desired number of bundles 
Is set up, the shock should be capped. 
One or two bundles may be need in 
capping, depending on the length of 
tlie straw and the dryness of the grain, 
due cap allows circulation of air 
through the shock, while two caps af- 
ford greater protection from rain. The 
cup bundle is broken by supporting " 
with the butts on one knee ami with 
one forearm anil hand under it at the 
band, while the straw at each side is 
broken over Just above tin- band with 
the other hand. The straw of about 
hulf a bundle Is broken to the right 
with the right hand; then the hands 
are reversed and the remainder of the 
bundle Is broken to the left with the 
left hand. 

Long shocks may be built by setting 
up two bundles with the tint sides fac- 
ing, the tops together, ami the butts 
several Indies apart to allow circula- 
tion of air between them. The next 
pair of bundles should be set up along- 
side the Brst in the same way, with the 
tops leaning slightly toward the mst 
pair. The shock is completed by set- 
ting another pain, at each end and then 
placing single bundles with the tint 
sides In the opening between each end 
pair. It desired, more than ten bun- 
dles may be placed lu long shocks, lu 
capping long shocks the first bundle 
should be put el with the butts point- 
ing in the direction from which 'he 
prevailing winds come and covering 
the heads of the bundles lu thai end 
of the shock as completely as possible.

Crop of Oats. 

Weather, the best course to pursue de- 
pends on the relative' cost of shock and 
slack thrashing. Invest igntlons show 
that stacking adds about one to one 
and one-half cents a bushel to the cost 
of producing oats. As thrashing outfits 
are often not available when they are 
wanted and as consequently the grain 
Is likely to he Injured by weathering, 
stacking Is generally advisable, partic- 
ularly in the humid section. 

When grain Is stacked. It Is Impor- 
tant that the stacks he well built. If 
the stacks ure put up so carelessly that 
they will not shed water, the grain 
might better be allowed to stand in the 
shocks. The bottoms of the stneks 
should be raised from the ground slight- 
ly by la\ing down old rails or other ma- 
terial to keep the straw from coming 
in contact with the earth, thus prevent- 
ing the shsorpllon of moisture from be- 
low. The shape of the stack Is less Im- 
portant than the manner In which the 
bundles ure laid, though round stneks 
probably shed water better than the 

• long ricks sometimes built. 

Stacking should be begun ns soon ns 
the grain Is well cured in the shock, 
in about ten days to two weeks after 
cutting. Itound slacks are usually 
about ten feet in diameter at the base. 
The Banal plan fai to balld four stacks 
in a setting. In pairs six feet apart. 

First bejIM a large, round shock 
about eight feet in diameter. Then 
place two layers of bundles, one direct- 
ly on top of the other, with the h N 

resting against Ihe shock and the butts 
forming the ten-foot base of Ihe stack. 
Make the next row with the butts Just 

'covering the hands of the other row. 

I III the same manner lay rows of 
bundles, like shingles, until the renter 
is reached, overlapping the rows a lit- 
tle more toward the center of the 
stack. When the first layer Is com- 
pleted, begin again at the outside and 
build toward the center. 

Shocked bundles have slanting butts, 
because they are set lii the shock with 
a slight slant Instead of exactly up- 
right. In building tin taMo rows 

around the Mack lay Ihe long edge at 
the butt on top and projecting beyond 
the lower bundle. In this way the di- 
ameter of tin' stack Is gradually In- 
crea a e d, forming Ihe bulge. After a 
height of eCVoa or eight feel Is reached 
lay the ouler bundles with the long 
i'dge of the butt beneath and Just cov- 
ering the Inner edge of the layer Just 
completed. In this way the diameter 
is gradually decreased and the stack is 
tapered slowly to u point. 

I Always keep the middle of the stack 
high and (irmly tramped down. Do 
not tramp the outer layer at all. Keep 
lug the middle high gives all the 
bundles a slant toward the outside and 
helps to shed rain. At the peak, whew 
the bundles overlap, fasten a capsheal' 
securely by setting it on a sharpened 
stake driven Into the top of the slack. 
A well-built slack ti n feet In diameter 
should be M to IS loot high. 

Thrashing. 
As previously staled. Ii is cheaper to 
thresh directly from the shock If the 
work can be done while the grain is 
still In good condition. Thrashing from 
the shock Is often subject to delay 
from rains, however, us the work must 
wait until the bundles are dry. TJils 
may mean the loss of one or even two 
or three days after heavy rains. On 
the other hand, if the grain Is stacked, 
thrashing may be resumed almost us 
soon as the rain ships, (iraln may be 

i thrashed from the shock either before 
or after It has gone 1 through the sweat. 

| If It Is thrashed before It goes through 

j the sweat, It will sweat in the bin. 
but If it is dry-thrushed It will not be 
Injured. If the gralu Is dainp when 

I thrashed. It sweats too much uud Is 
likely to become hot and be damaged 
by bin burning. Stacked grain should 

j be allowed to go through the sweat be- 
fore It Is thrashed.

PESTS INJURE LIVE STOCK 

Screw-Worm and Blow-Fly Trouble- 
some to Stockmen in Different 
Parts of Country. 

(Prepared hy the t'nlted Stales Iicpart- 
menl of Agriculture) 

Both tin- BO-eatled screw-worm nnd 
the hlow-lly larvae eommoii'y called 
maggots, Bra pests of prime Importance 
to stock raisers. The screw -worm Is 
often confused with the other specie*, 
es p ecially during the spring and fall 
months. Injury to live stock from mng- 
gots Is more widespread than Is that 
due to the true screw-worm. In fact, 
this maggol Injury mny be found 
among live stock In any state of the 
Union, although It occurs most fre- 
quently In the warmer portions of the 
country. The true screw-worm Indicts 
enormous losses on the stock raisers 
of Texas, Oklahoma, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, nnd southern California during 
seasons which are favoruble for Its 
development. During the warmer por- 
tions of the year It Is never entirely 
absent front this region and may also 
cause Injury to stock in the other 
Southern states, and as far north aa 
Nebraska. 

The screw-worm Is n native of the 
Americas nnd has been cnttslng trou- 
ble to stockmen for many years. No 
doubt It Is largely due to this fact 
that cattlemen uccept the pest as a 
n Mary evu and always count upon 

every year. 

The seasonal abundance of the 
screw-worm fly depends lnrgely upon 
climatic conditions. The first ap- 
pearance of adults In numbers In 
spring varies from the tlrst of April 
to the middle of .lune, according to the 
latitude and earliness or lateness of the 
season. Throughout most of the ter-

rltory where It is a pest It usually be- 
comes numerous during eurly May, 
and cases of screw-worm Injury be- 
gin to appear soon after. The insect 
then gradually increases in numbers 
until the hot, dry weather of midsum- 
mer, which In Texas usually reduces 
the abundance so that the injury is not 
severe under normal conditions In the 
mouths of July and August, unless 
considerable cloudy anil rainy weather 
' occurs. It becomes more numerous 
again In the early fall, especially when 
the weather Is warm und showery, and 
Its activities are terminated only with 
the advent of heavy frosts. The abun- 
dance of this fly, of course, Is depend, 
cut to a large extent upon breeding 
places at hand, but It Is also true that 
a warm, humid atmosphere Is best suit- 
ed to Its development.
